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Yeltov is regarded with suspteion by Bulganin, but the latter dares not 
attack him openly, Once Yeltov is on the Central Committee he will be 
Protected against attacks from various sources 9 including those of Party 
doctrinaires, who Teproach him with ignorance of Marxism, something the 
general rea i ge He does not belong to the Mhukoy clique, and is 
an opponent of little group of war heroes including Koney, Malincyski, 
dduoshanke and Meratskoy 
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Qn the other hand, Yeltov is friendly with General Malinin, under whom he

Following Malenkov's direction Yeltov has acted very prudently in consolidating 
the Party's control of the army, and has avoided stirring up quarrels in the 
high command. But he is Preparing a purge of those generals who were Beria's 
pertisans, and his position will become stronger after Berials trial, 
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
